THI NK HIGHWAYS STAGE UOJIFIIM’k 


M o t o r i n g across the state reveals the fact that trunk 
highways are approximately in as good condition as they have 
been other years— in some Instances even better. 
In view of 
their condition last spring, the present situation reflects great 
credit on the work ot the state highway departm ent, and inei 
dentally refutes to a large extent the statements made at the 
time of the destruction of the highways. The “comeback“ of 
the1 highways shows that the foundation work has been well 
done, but that the surfacing of gravel must be maintained 
and renewed from time to time. 
A first graveling is bound 
to give way in exceptionally wet seasons, but it is reasonable 
to suppose that after the upper stratum of a roadbed has 
been thoroughly impregnated with gravel it should be prac­ 
tically safe against such break-ups as were seen last spring. 
To the above comment from the Northlield Independent, ¡1 
should be added that traffic growth must be considered in predict­ 
ing the future condition of any gravel road. The roads that broke 
down during the long wet spell last spring were of two c l a s s e s , 
says a Highway bulletin— some that were comparatively new and 
aome which had too heavy traffic. 
Roads where the subgrade had not had time to pack, broke 
down under very light traffic. The gravel which went down int > 
the subgrade will help to make a more solid foundation and with 
o regraveling these roads will be better able to resist future wet 
spells, provided traffic does not increase too rapidly. 
Many gravel roads which were properly graded and old 
enough so that they were well compacted, stood up through the 
long wet spell with medium traffic. 
Hut others equally well com­ 
pacted and well maintained broke down because the traffic was 
too heavy. 
If traffic keeps on growing, the roads which remained 
good all last spring, may break down when the next long wet spell 
comes. 
Gravel lias very definite limitations. 
It makes an economical, 
all-weather road for light traffic, but with heavy traffic it breaks 
down in wet weather and it is difficult to keep in good condi­ 
tion even in ury weather. 
Where traffic is heavy, pavement is cheaper than gravel, fig­ 
ured on the cost per vehicle per mile.

D e v e l o p m e n t s ill the automotive business in this country are 
such as to attract attention from the general public, few individ 
uals of which do not at some time or other consider the utility of 
the motor c.\r. Competition lias reached a point now that is ex­ 
pected t( force the creation of new combinations m production, 
and it is confidently believed that a gigantic struggle for su­ 
premacy is to be staged by the leaders in the industry.

Few inferior makes can be found. Competition is such as to elim­ 
inate them. The old rule of the survival of^ihe fittest is at work.

M o t o r i n g across the state reveals the fact that trunk 
highways are approximately in as good condition as they have 
been other years— in some Instances even better. 
In view of 
their condition last spring, the present situation reflects great 
credit on the work of the state highway department, and inci­ 
dentally refutes to a large extent tho statements made at Hie 
time of the destruction of the highways. 
The “ comeback” of 
the highways shows that the foundation work has been well 
done, but that the surfacing of gravel must be maintained 
and renewed from time to time. 
A first graveling is bound 
to give way in exceptionally wet seasons, but it is reasonable 
to suppose that after the upper stratum of a roadbed has 
been thoroughly impregnated with gravel it should be prac­ 
tically safe against such break-ups as were seen last spring. 
To the above comment from the Northfield Independent, ii 
should be added that traffic growth must be considered in predict­ 
ing the future condition of any gravel road. The roads that broke 
down during the long wet spell last spring were of two classes, 
says a Highway bulletin— some that were comparatively new and 
some which had too heavy traffic. 
Roads where flu' subgrade had not had time to pack, broke 
down under very light traffic. 
The gravel which went down into 
the subgrade will help to make a more solid foundation and with 
a regraveling these roads will be better able to resist future wet 
spells, provided traffic does not increase too rapidly. 
Many gravel roads which were properly graded and old 
enough so that they were well compacted, stood up through the 
long wet spell with medium traffic. 
But others equally well com­ 
pacted and well maintained broke down because the traffic was 
too heavy. 
If traffic keeps on growing, the roads which remained 
good all last spring, may break down when the next long wet spell 
comes. 
Gravel has very definite limitations. 
It makes an economical, 
all-weather road for light traffic, but with heavy traffic it breaks 
down in wet weather and it is difficult to keep in good condi­ 
tion even iii dry weather. 
Where traffic is heavy, pavement is cheaper than gravel, fig­ 
ured on the cost per vehicle per mile.

A calf shou ld nev er be allowed to 
nu rse its dam more than once or twice 
to get the colostru m, or first milk, nnd 
it is ev en better for the cow to not 
allow the calf to nu rse at all for this 
first milk can be fed by hand from a 
pail as well as the after milk.

tliis is done for the benefit of the 
cow not the calf. 
The cow’s affection 
for tier calf « increases t lie longer it is 
l» *ft with her. 
The sooner the c tif is taken away 
the easier it is for the dairym an to 
get her to transfer some of this affec­ 
tion for her calf to him, and the more 
lie su cceeds in doing this, the greater 
su ccess will lie hav e In training the 
cow to yield her milk to him Instead 
of the calf. 
If he is u nable to trnns- 
f» *r any of tills affection t»» himself 
then In* will fall to produ ce the great­ 
est milk produ ction from the c» >\v . 
The cow doesn’t yield n i k becau se 
she lik» *s to, or has to, bu t becau se she 
wants to su stain the life of her calf. 
Now, the right kind of a person can 
su cceed in getting himself su bstitu tcil 
almost entirely in the affection of the 
cow f« >r her calf and if he does he is 
on the road to dev elop the cow to her 
fu ll capacity as a milk produ cer. 
Hence 
the best dairymen separate 
the calf from the cow v ery soon after 
birth; by being kind to the cow en­ 
cou rage li« *r to bestow some of her 
afiVction for her calf on him ami feed 
the calf from a pail all lie will eat 
u ntil properly fatteneil. 
You will got 
ju st abou t as gooil v eal, few bnt» *hers 
» •an t« *ll the difference, and you hav e 
not spoiled you r cow as a milk-pro­ 
du cing machine.

Assu ming that dairy herds in tills 
cou nty nr« * typical «*1' the dairy sec- 
tlons »>f til« * stiit« *, more than 20 per 
» ■cu t of the dairy rows «>f Ohio ou ght 
to be discarded, says S. M. Salisbu ry, 
animal hu sbandry extension specialist 
at tin* Ohio State u niv ersity. 
"Of tiie 182 cows completing a fu ll 
year’s tost, the lowest ten made an 
av erage produ ction of 3,430 pou nds of

concerned not only for children.’’ Miss 
b human explains, “but for persons of 
ill ages”.

Find That Dairy Herds 
Are 20 Per Cent Culls 
A dairy cow that fiiMs to return 
$2.50 for every dollar spent on her 
feed, is seldom worth keeping. 
That 
means that silo must produce 9,000 
pounds of milk each year at present 
prices, according to analysis of cow 
testing association figures In a north­ 
eastern Ohio county. 
Assuming that dairy herds in this 
county are typical of Hie dairy sec­ 
tions of the state, more than 20 per 
cent of Hie dairy cows of Ohio ought 
to be discarded, says S. M. Salisbury, 
animal husbandry extension specialist 
at t!u> Ohio State university. 
“Of the 182 cows completing a full 
year’s test, the lowest ten made an 
average production of 3,439 pounds of 
milk,” lie reports, “while six cows 
at the other end of Hie line averaged 
12,740 pounds each for the same pe­ 
riod. 
“in tin' lowest group of ten are eon- 
sidered all the cows in the survey 
which produced le s s than 4,000 pounds 
of milk ii year. This is-the group that 
in the opinion of most men is not rep- 
reseuted in their herds. 
It is not un­ 
til the scales are regularly used that 
such 
c o w s are credited with 
their 
rightful pi Eduction. 
“An average of 9,500 pounds for the 
herd will set the lowest limit for an 
individual 
at 
7,500 
pounds. 
This 
should be our goal iii dairy production 
work.”
